Hard Luck. 


Fifty of Her Orew Killed in a Con- 
test with Labos Islanders, 


The Big Cruiser Exhansts Her Am- 
munition Without Effect, 


Graphio Narrative of an Eye-wit- 
ness of the Sinking of the 
Insurgent Cruiser Blanco 
Encalada. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Chilean legation 
in this city today received a telegram 
from Peru, which says in substance 
that when the warship Esmeralda, af- 
ter its voyage to San Diego, urrived at 
the Labos Guano Islands, the captain 
being short of provisions, landed fifty 
men to take possession of the provi- 
sions on the islands. The employés 
and workingmen in care of the islands 
attacked the men from the vessel, kill- 
ing them and taking possession of 
their arms. The Esmeralda fired 
eighty shots, exhausting her ammuni- 
tion. 

The dispatch concludes as follows: 
“The story is false that the Chilean 
government derives any benefit from 
the Labos Islands, whose works have 
been stopped since January. Perfect 
order reigns in Chile and the army, 
well disciplined, is anxious to go to 
Taraparava and make an end of the 
nitrate speculutors.”’ 


A FAMOUS FIGHT. 


An Eye-witness’s Account of the 
Sinking of the Encalada. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Capt. F. B. Nes- 
mith has arrived in this city after a 
stay of eight months in Chile. He was 
an eye-witness to tue naval battle be- 
tween the insurgent cruiser Blauco 
Encalada and the government torpedo 
boats, Almirante Condell and Almi- 
raute Lynch. He was on board tte 
English schoneer Sophie May, which 
was 500 yards from the Encalada, and 
thus obtained a good view of the fight. 

The government vessels entered the 
harbor of Caidera where the Encalada 
was at anchor, early on the morring 
of April 28; when within 200 yards of 
the insurgent ship, the Condell fired 
two torpedoes, but both missed. The 
Lynch then fired two torpedoes ata 
distance of 100 yards, which also went 
wide of the Dark,” For nearly an hour 
the vessels kept up an — an- 
nonade without using any more tor- 


pedoes, and the government versels. 


got the worst of it. During this pe- 
riod the insurgent transport Aconeagua 
entered the harbor and joined in the 


ut. 

It looked as if the two torpedo boats 
would be defeated, when flnally the 
Lynch made a, rush for the Encalada, 
W ben forty vards distant she fired a 
torpedo which struck the = Atel 
ship amidsbips. A terrible explosion 
followed and the Encalada immediately 
commenced to ok. But her guns 
kept on firing and one of the last shots 
demolished the Lynch’s smokestack. 
At least five or six shots were fired 
from the vessel after the tor pedo struck 
her. Ee officers attempted to get out 
boats, but within five minutes the ship 
sank and 171 of 
drowned,

AN EXCURSION. TRAIN WRECKED

One Man Killed Outright and a

FOR HOME RULE. 


English Liberals Believe the Queen 
Sides with Them. 

Lonpon, June 21.—iBy Cable and 
Associated Press.] The position of the 
qJueen in English politics is usually 
supposed to be generally passive. In 
foreign politics she has been known to 
be greatly interested. But with 
internal English politics she hitherto 
has been credited with interfering 
littl. At an opportune moment, when 
the Conservative scheme for local seif- 
government for Ireland is about to be 
contrasted with Giadstone’s home-rule 
plan, Her Majesty has permitted 
the publication of a _ confiden- 
tial communication which has 
been sent to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury on the eve of another 
crisis in Irish political history—the in- 
troduction of the bill for the disestab- 
lishment of the church in Ireland, 
The inference is that Her Majesty de- 
sires to make Archbishop Tait's 
memoirs a medium of divulging what 
her attitude then was, with a view to 
the application of the information to 
present events. Her Majest¥ did not 
approve of the disestablisument policy, 
but she accepted the decision of the 
country and Commons and used her 
influence to induce the Lords on the 
one band to accept the bill, and Glad- 
stone to take conciliatory methods with 
the Lords. The Archbishopof Canter- 
bury was her mediator aud go-between. 
When the bill went into the 
Lords the general expectation 
was that they would reject it and 
another of those constitutional crises 
would arise which threaten the exist- 
ence of the upper house, as now con- 
stituted. Undoubtedly. if the Peers 
had rejected the Disestablishment 
Bill, Gladstone would have been 
backed up by an enraged country, and 
the always impending agitation to dis- 
establish the Peers as a legislative 
‘body would have received a dangerous 
momentum. The Queen wrote to the 
Archbishop: “Considering the circum- 
stances under which the measure has 
come to the House of Lords, the Queen 
cannot regard, without the greatest 
alarm, the probable effect of its ab- 
solute rejection in that house.

Mat- 
thew, Bishop Fowler, Rev. W. E. Wright, 
Rev. S8. A. Thom; son of Fresno, Rev. W. 
S. Bovard of San Fraucisco, Rev. G. W. 
Hollenbeck of Michigan, and Rev. G. L. 
Coie, 

After singing, Bishop Fowler offered 
prayer, and Prof. Bacon sang “Les 
Rameaux” in an exceptionally fine manuer. 

After the scripture reading, and an an. 
them by the choir, Dr. Matthew began his 
address. His text was taken from Paul's 
letter to Colussians, first chapter, twenty- 
fourth verse, Who now rejoice in my suf- 
ferings for you, and fill up that wulch is 
bohind of the »fflic:iens of Christ in my 
esu for his buody’s sake, which is tte 
chufcn.”’ - 

»Tuis,“ suid the minister, “is confessedly 
the most difficuit text in the word of God. 
But 1 have not chosen it for that reason. 
Language is strange and this thought full 
of dark suggestions, Can it be possibie that 
unere remsius yet something ot pardon, or 
tox redemption some oue must suffer lu the 
place of Jesus, aud are the faithful of Gud 
to have some part of tne care of the church. 
Dia not Curist say when he suffered on the 
cross, It is finished’? The Bible is full of 
one great thought, tuat Christ tasted death 
for every man; that he drauk of the cup 
and bure all that he might lift us up iu holi- 
uess to G. d. | 

„It bas been suggested that Jesus suffers 
in his church whatever filiciion his people 
bear. Jesus iives iu his people, speaks in 
them; is their light, joy, but the 
thought that he suifers when they suffer is 
not iu the book. His sufferlug terminated 
on the cruss. 

“The true thought is, that in his nature 
God is love. He longs to lift humanity into 
fellowship with him, and m ke them par- 
takers of bis divine nature. To unite them 
to himself. Jezus Christ is our example, 
brother. There is ouly one way to unite 
verve soul to God, through the life of Jesus 

Jurist. 

„So when a soul is united with God it 
must be a pariaker of Goa’s;ffliction.

NARROW ESCAPE OF LODGERS.

The Cable Grocery, Short the Artist, 
Harris & Dukeman, Jewelers, Mrs. 
Paynter,and Pacific Slope Res- 
taurant Among Sufferers. 


A few minutes past 12 o’clock this morn 
ing an alarm of fire was turned in from box 
No, 31. by Night Watchman Kearney for a 
fire in the rear of the Pacific Siope restau- 
rant at No. 140 South Spring street, owned 
by R W. Huff. Last Sunday night at al- 
most the same instant a fire started in the 
front part of this same restaurant but was 
discovered before it got under headway and 
was soon put out without doing any damage. 

Last night the fire was not discovered 
until it had spread to the rear of the Cable 
grocery, and before the fire department 
‘reached the scene the back rooms of Mrs. J. 
E. Paynter’s lodging-house over the restau- 
rant and grocery were on fire. The whole 


thing burned like tinder, and at one time it 


looked as if the whole block would go. 

There were about a dozen roomers in Mrs, 
Paynter’s house. and as tbey are women 
nnd chiidren mostly, and had retired, the 

atest excitement prevailed on that floor. 
Fus lodgers in room facing on Mott alley at 
the rear of the building were hustied out 
in such a hurry that they did not have time 
to dress, and were carried tothe police sta- 
tion inan almost nude condition, They 
were placed in the receiving hospital, and 
clothing was quickly secured for them by 
officers and firemen, who rushed into the 
burning rooms and gath up whatever 
they could get their hands on. 

‘rhe department promptly responded and 
were on the scene almost immediately, but 
for some reason no water could be secured 
at once and the fire was under good head- 
1 before a stream was turned on. 

he flames soon re ched the storeroom of 
the Cable grocery, owned by Messers. 
Anderson & Chanslor, and in 
this portion of the store was a total loss. 
But little damage was done in the main 
store, and it is probabie that $10,000 will 
cover their damage, as they had a large 
stock of goods in the storeroom. 

Huff’s restaurant was * from front 
to back, and the loss will probably reach 
$1000, fully insured, it was said by some of 
the employés who were around, but it is not 
known positively, as Mr. Huff did not 
show up. 

The next place to get a benefit was the 
store occupied by the Rock Island Railroad 
office and the Rocky Mvuntain gem store, 
conducted by C. A. Marcher. Mr. Marcher’s 
stock is valued at about $5000, but almost 
everything except his tools escaped, as offi- 
cers and speci i watchmen worked like good 
fellows moving safes, etc., to the sidewalk. 
He was insured. 

On the second floor, in front of Mrs. 
Paynter’s rooms, were Short's studio and 
Harris & Dukeman’s jewelry factory. Noth- 
ing was removed from either — except a 
few pieces of turnitpre, and Short’s pictures 
were a total loss. Harris & Dukeman had 
about $10,000 worth of j-weiry and diamonds 
in their large safe, which were not dam- 
aged, but their furniture and tools were 
lost. They were tuliy insured. 

Mrs. Payoter had sixteen rooms hand- 
somely furnished at a cust of about $2000, 
She sold her residence a few. months ago for 
88000, and put every cent in the lodging- 
house. She was not insured, and has lost 
everything, not even saving her clothing. 
A few pieces of furniture were taken out 
when the fire first started, but it spread so 
rapidly that the workers were driven out,

Oue of Mrs. Paynter’s 
Haughters st ted to the officers that 
on last Sunday night she had not 
retired when the fire broke out in the 
restaurant, and afew minutes before she 
heard someone hammering as if breaking 
boxes, and when she opened her window a 
strong smell of coal oil came up from the 

taur ut. This same smell was noticed 

y more than one person last night as soon 
as the fire broke out. The place had been 
closed sume time, and it is a mystery at 
present as to bow it started. 

Water was put on the building from 
every quarter, and by 1 o’clock the men 
had the fire under control. Once or twice 
the Corfu caught from the roof, but ao 
‘damage was done. As good luck would 
have it, there was nota bre:th of air stir- 
ring, for had there been a stiff breeze the 
chances are that one of the most disastrous 
fires Los Angeles has ever had would have 
taken place. 

. SERIOUS ACCIDENT.

THE OLD FIGURES AND THE NEW. 


Low Cost and the Utilization of the 
Sewagefor irrigating Purposes 
~The Objects Aimed at— 
Interesting Statistics, 


The outfall sewer campaign will com- 
mence today. The City Council wil prob- 
ably clear up all routine business at the 
morning ‘session, and the afternoon will be 
devoted to hearing: the preliminary report 
of the City Eagineer and discussing the 
same. The plan, as at present outlined, is 
to get all the figures and all the available 
information in shape, and when this is done, 
the Councilmen wish to confer with the edi- 
tors of the various newspapers, in order to 
ascertain their views, in order that there 
may be no newspaper opposition. Iu other 
words, they have a very vivid recollection 
of the last sewer campaign, and they wish, 
if possibie, to avoid running into the snag 
that wrecked, not only the former proposi- 
tion, but those who proposed it. 

When the sewer agitation first began in 
earnest, the latter part of 1889, a board of 
engineers was appointed to consider the 
question of the disposal of the sewage of 
the city, iu all its bearings,and report to the 
Council, Previous to this time there bad 
been a survey by Col. George E. Waring, 
and considerable preliminary work had 
been done, but the first comorehensive sys- 
tem for sewering the city was prepared in 
1887, by City Engineer Fred Eaton, and in- 
dorsed by Kudoiph Hering. in 1889, City 
Engineer Eaton presented another more 
elaborate. plan, embracing storm water 
drains, aud it was with this system as a 
basis on which to work, that the board of 
engineers was appointed, 

Un December 18, 1889, the Council ap- 
pointed as members of this board of en- 
gineers Rudolpu Hering, George C. Knox, 
George Hansen, August Mayer and Fred 
Eaton. Mr. Hansen declined to serve on 
the commission, but on December 9, 1889, 
the other four members met, organized anu 
proceeded with their labors. The whole 
subject was gone into at length, every form 
of sewage disposal being considered, and 
on December 25, 1889, the report was pre- 
sented to the Council, and ufterward printed 
in pamphlet form, making sume forty-eight 


pages. 

The estimates were based on a population 
of 200.000, and summarized, the result ot 
— labors of the commissioners are as fol- 

ows: 
Ocean disposals— 

1. River route to Long Beach. . 61, 035. 

2. Centralia route 737 

3. Ballona route 
Land purification 

1, Near river for entire city..... 

2. Ballona station for entire city.

The above estimates are of course only 
for the outfall or for the disposal of sewage 
after its collection. Tue interior system 
was separate, as was also the storm drain 
system, but after a great deal of talk, the 
proposition for the issuance of bonds was 
submitted to the people, and was promptly 
defeated, on the ground of the great ex- 
pense. Finally, however, the storm drains 
were eliminated, aud on being again sub- 
mitted to the people, the outfali was again 
dete ted. but the bonds for the interior sys- 
tem were voted, 

Most of the interior system bad been built 
when the present Council came into power 
on the lst of January of the present year, 
as their predecessors had lost no time in 
placing the contracts as soon as possibie 
and the work was rushed as fast as it could 
be. As aconsequence there is an elaborate 
system, or rather several systems, of expen- 
sive sewers, which begin nowhere and end 
in the same direction, unconnected, and 
useless for the purposes fur which they were 
intended. In some instances, these 
sewers are partially filled with 
san and it will cost several 
thousand dollars to clean them out. 
‘The sewers that could be used were run- 
ning full, and some time ago the Council 
decided to refuse to allow any more connec- 
tions. In addition, property-owners along 
the line of the proposed sewers threatened 
injunction proceedings to stop the work, 
unless some means were provided for the 
disposal of the sew ge, so that the sewers 
could be used when completed. 

In view of this condition of affairs, the 

resent Council ordered City Eugineer 

ck weiller to prep re plans and specifica- 
tions for an outfall, on the ground that it 
was an absolute necessity, At the same 
time it was intimated tothe Engineer that 
it would be weil to keep the expense down 
to the lowest possible notch, and to make 
vision for the use of the sewage water 

or irrigation purposes, 

Acting on these instructions, the City En- 
gineer, after some months’ hard work, has 
repared the plans and estimates as asked 
or, and will make his first official report to- 
day. As stated yesterday, Mr. Dockweiler 
says that the total cost of the outfall will 
not exceed $350,000, ‘This is the outside es- 
timate, and the figures may be very mate- 
rially cut down. In all of bis calculations, 
Mr. Dockweiler says that special attentio 
bas been oe to the matter of utilizing 
the sewer for irrigating purposes, and it 
is not believed that one drop of water 
will be allowed to go to waste. In 
other words, the outfall is 
more in the nature of a safety valve than 
anything else. During the rainy season, 
when the ground is saturated with water, 
the sewage will be run into the ocean, but 
at all other times it will be utilized on the 
iand. With facilities for caring for the

The Newsboys’ Homs 

Los ANGELES, June 18.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.| Having been 
a weekly visitor at the Newsboys’ 
Home for the past eight months, I 
think I can speak advisedly in regard 
to the progress of the institution, O 
course, even yet, matters are in a 
crude state, but, considering the 
money expended, the board of mana- 
gers feel that much has been accem- 
p lished during the last year. 

The reading-room is especially de- 
voied to the newsboys, althoug: 
others are admitted. Every night 
from thirty to forty congregate there. 
It is large, well-ventilated, provided 
with maps, charts, pictures, maga- 
zines, books and games. The ladies of 
the city interested in the organization 
provide musical and literary enter- 
tainments from time to time, which 
are held generally on Saturday even- 
ings. Practical lectures, on various 
subjects, illustrated by experiments, 
are also given, in which the boys seem 
greatly interested. 

A Sabbath-school is held from 6 to 
7:3) p. m., conducted by a committee 
of ladies irom the different churches 
of Los Angeles. Itis entirely unsec- 
tarian in its instruction. During the 
last montn the city Board of Educa- 
tion bave kindly established a night 
school in the building, providing a 
teacher at the expense of the public 
school department, open to all boys 
who desire to avail themselves of its 
privileges. It is already proving a 
success. ‘ 

Tue matron of the Home, Mrs. Hil- 


Christian woman with a warm motherly 
heart. Uuder ber kind, firm, judic- 
lous Maoagement there has been a won- 
derfui improvement in the way of dis- 
cipline. The boys have come to feel 
that the few, but positive rules of the 
Home must be obeyed. The domestic 
department, under the charge of Mrs. 
Neely, who also is devoted to the in- 
terests of the Home, is well managed. 
The rooms and bedding are scrupu- 
lously clean. Tue food is plain, but 
wholesome and well cooked. Excel- 
lent home-made bread is always found 
upon the table. 

Recently a bathroom has been added 
to the building, for “cleanliness is 
next to godliness.“ 

Since January, 1891, forty-three boys 
have been registered as inmates of the 
Home. Many of them came poorly 
clad, ragged and uncleanly. As soon 
as possible though the kindnessand gitts 
ol generous hearts they are comfort- 
ably clothed, employment secured for 
them, thus cultivating habits of indus- 
try and self-reliance. 

Of course some of them do not ap- 
preciate the efforts made in their be- 
half, and return to their old life. 
Others are very grateful, working dur- 
ing the day, studying at night, paying 
the nominal price of their board and 
room, 

Six boys have been sent to their 
homes since January, thus gladdening 
the sad bearts of parents who were 
wondering Where is my wandering 
* tonight?“

SOME CHARMING PERSPECTIVES. 


Beautiful Suburban Homes The 


Vi-w at Night—Fertile Soll — 
Two Thousand Dollars an 


Acre for Twenty Acres. 


It is.a pleasant little trip to Red 
lands by rail, going out by way of Pasa- | 
dena, Lamanda Park, Monrovia and 
all the new towns that have sprung up 
like magie within the past few years 
along the line of the railroad, and re- 
turning over the other line by the 
route through Colton, Riverside and 
otber places, each with its own charac- 
teristic features. 

Redlauds is growing like a young 
bay tree, and whatis more, itis mak- 
ing a healthy growth. one based upon 
agr cultural development. 

I doubt if anywhere under the sun 
can be found a loviier perspective than 
that which may be viewed from the 
elevation beyond Redlands and just 
below Mentone. Tue slope is geutie 
and almost continuous from that point 
till you reach the plain where Sau 
Bernardino is built. Mill Creek seuds 
ite never-failing waters through the 
heart ot this grand picture, winding 
sinuously through beautiiul levels, its 
course marked by the towering alders 
which grow upon either bank. 

It is a beautiful drive along the 
banks of this stream, for the road, 
most of the distance, is overarched by 
Lhe spreading boughs of these stately 
trees. There are many lovely suburban 
homes ‘also along its line, and every- 
where are orange orchards, and orauge 
nurseries, aud wide stretches of vine- 
vards. Along terrace runs through 
the valley at little distance from the 
creek, forming a most delightful site 
for homes, sloping on both sides dowa 
to wide aud beau.iful levels, most of 
which are being improved. And what 
a vantage-grouud this spot is at night! 
In the distance, on the mesa heignis 
and plain, twinkle the lights of Red- 
lauds, while still farther away the elec- 
tric lights of Sau Bernardino are seen 
glimmering like stars. The soil of 
this section and of tha surrounding 
border of low hills, is rich and fruit- 
ful. It is tue most favorable habitat 
ot the citrus family. Tue foliage ot 
the trees is wonderfuliy bright and 


clean, and the orchards vigor- 
ous. It is not surprisng that 
that there is a land boom 


in this region, and that ow are 
quick to buy aud slow to sell. I was 
told last week, while there, of a fine 
twenty-acre orchard tract which had 
just been sold tor $40,000, and the pur- 
chaser was delighted with his bar- 
guin, regarding it as the best invest- 
ment he could have made of his capital. 

The work of setting out new orchards 
is being actively pushed. ‘There are 
people who are living comfortably in 
their wooden cabins or in tents, piow- 
ing and planting before they build 
their permanent homes, being eager 
for the not-distant returas which their 
orchards will bring them. 

I bad a pleasant trip back to Los 
Angeles by way of Colton, Riverside 
and Orange. It is a picturesque route, 
und the stranger is astonished at what 
he sees. Perhaps nowhere can be 
found a more emphatic commentary on 


be seen on this line. There are 
sirtches of sage brush, lands which the 
unpract oed eye would pronounce 

rthiess. But it is on’ just such land 
as this that the story of marvelous 
productiveness is being told. Where it 
has been tounched. by the plow aud 
been given water todrink you find 
some of the most magnificent orchards 
in the State. Riverside has grown up 
on this so-called desert land, aud vet 
the tame of its fruits is every- 
where, and its great orchards are a 
splendor of emerald aud Fold.

A broad river 
had forced its way through and made 
a path for the iron horse of today. Ab, 
I thought, how the ages are always 
working for some good purpose. How 
rivers run for the goal of some great 
future. Why do we never learn to 
trust and wait? 

It is wild among those hille, and the 
rounded, dome-like peaks have their 
base set along the railroad’s line. I 
looked up at their bare solitudes. A 
large, lone bird wascircling overhead 
and looked as if he were bathing in the 
infinite, placid blue. At their base, 
too, ran the broad, well-filled water- 
di:ch, circling its way sometimes be- 
low us and sometimes above. Had it 
not been tor the noise of the cars we 
could have beard the melody of its 
tinkling waters.

NRW York, June 22.—A San Fran- 
Gisco dispatch is published bere in 
which it was said that the famous An- 
aconda copper mines near Butte, 
Mont., had been sold for $25,000,000 to 

an Evglish syndicate. Tue owners of 
the mines are Marcus Daly, J. B. Hag- 
gin and Lioyd Tevis. Mr. Haggin was 
seen by a Tribune reporter last night 
and be said positively that there was 
not a word of truth in the report. He 
did not Know whether the mines ever 
would be sold. 

Marcus Daly is reported to have said 
less than a week ago that there was 
not money enough in the world to buy 
the Anaconda mines. About ten years 
ago he sold a haif interest in the 
mines, of which he was then sole 
owner, it being then a mere prospect, 
to J. B. Haggin and the late Senator 


Hearst for 830,000. Many mill- 
were spent in  develop- 
ment, with the result of mak- 
ing the mines a powerful factor 


in the copper market, with its heavy 
annual output.

A Rancher Loses a Large Part of 
His Herd.

And nothing is so pre 
servative as perfection or any approach 
to it. 

One thing is very certain—neglect of 
form involves the sacrifice of an element 
of positive attractiveness as well as of- 
fending positively by perverseness and eo- 
centricity. Whether rhyme and rhythm, 
cadence, purity, flawlessness, melody 
are essential or not to poetry, the aban- 
donment of the artistic quality which 
they imply is obviously a loss.—Scrib- 
ner 8.

LOCOMOTIVES. 


The Passenger Rate War — The 
Southern Paolfic and the Port 
Costa Accident — Gene- 
raland Local Notes. 


It has been noted in these columns that 


lain idle since the days of the boom, had 
changed ownership and would be revived.

up in the foot hills. The experiment o 
using crude oil from the new weil, which is 
near the Temple-sireet terminus, is bein 
tried for making steam in the dummy, an 
is thought to be successful. 

THAT PORT COSTA MATTER. 

Since the fatal accident at Port Costa the 
other day, considerable has been said about 
the watch-towers at the yards there and it 
has been alleged that had watchmen been 
statione there the collision would bave 
been prevented. To a reporter General 
Manager ‘Towne said that the lookout tower 
at the upper end of the Port Costa yard has 
been used from fifty tu seventy days each 
year during the heavy grain movement 
merely for the purpose of warning incom- 
ing trains when the switch-engine is at work 
onthe main track. No orders have been 
given for its being put in use again, and it 
will not be used until required. Mr, Towne 
added: “The statement that C. P. Hunt- 
ington ordered the tewer closed and the 
mau discharged is quite untrue.”’ 

The trainmen were furnished with the 
printed rules and regulations on the back of 


their time cards, and each had a copy when |} 


the accident happened. The conductor and 
engineer of the gravel train haa been meet- 
ing this same express train every morning 
for two weeks at the very point where they 
should have awaited the passing of the 
passenger train on Monday morning.

Women are not usually good material 
in a labor organization. There are al- 
ways outside influences—home ties that 
are brought forcibly to bear upon their 
actions at} the critical moment. Then 
most girls feel that they won't have to 
work always: that they will soon have a 
home of their own. This has much to 
do with retarding organization among 
women. Thatit will be a great many 
years before women will have the eight 
hour work day is the general opinion. 
It may be trite to say that working 
women receive smaller pay and invaria- 


The girl who is a saleswoman works 
“in the better class of stores nine and one- 
half hours four days in the week and 
thirteen hours the remaining days. In 
the smaller places she usuall¢ spends 
thirteen or fourteen hours every day, 
sometimes in a seven day week. If she 
is employed in a shirt factory, or if she 
makes gloves, overalls, jumpers, under- 
wear, dresses or flowers, she works ten 
hours in the factory, because the law 
compels the manufacturer not to employ 
her longer, and then takes home work 
enough to keep her busy until 11 or 12 
o clock at night. If she is a dressmaker, 
milliner or tailoress she considers herself 
lucky to get four hours’ work in the dull 
season and works sixteen in the drag.“

AMERICAN LEGION OF HONOR. ~ 


The Triple Assessmént Call and the Res- 
bons for It—Various Notes. 

For the first time in the history of the 
order it was found necessary last month to 
call three assessments, all on the April 
call, the first to be payable May 1, the 
second May 15 and the third May 20. This 
extra assessment was necessitated by the 
fact of the unusually large number of 
deaths since Jan.1. During January there 
were 97 deaths; February, 83; March, up to 
the 16th, 52; total of 232 deaths, which re- 
quired $696,000 to settle. All members in- 
itiated since Jan. 1, 1801, are exempt from 
payment of this extra assessment. 


The first council composed entirely of 
women was recently instituted at Freeland,

The annual report shows Pennsylvania 
to be second in the increase of member- 
ship.

A large number of new divisions of the 
uniformed rank are being organized 
throughout the supreme jurisdiction. Ohio 
leads with a hundred divisions.
